‘Business Candidates. 

Cedant arma toga. The work of defence 
has been done by the Parliament that 
was dissolved yesterday and its successor 
must undertake the work of reconstruc- 
tion. No other -explanation is required 
of the appearance of “‘business’’ candi- 
dates for election to the new Dai in a 
‘mumbér of constituencies throughout the 
Free State. Hitherto the most con- 
structive elements in the nation have 
refused. to be associated. with politics. 
They. have served the people in their 
own quiet, way, but they have been 
reluctant to shout shibboleths from 
public platforms or to “jostle, with 
dark intrigue, for place.” The men who 
are presenting themselves now are moved 
by a clear’sense of duty. They fee] that 
the country needs them. They believe 
that the gifts which have brought success 
to their private affairs can be made useful 
to the State. A committee representing 
the commercial interests of Dublin has 
put forward five business candidates for 
the City and County at the coming elec- 
tions... These gentlemen explained their 
programme yesterday. It is based, of 
course, on the fullest and most loyal recog- 
nition of the new form. of government, but 
contains no hint of politics in the ordinary 
sense: it is entirely social and economic. 
If Messrs. Barry, Good, Hewat, MacCabe 
and Shanks are elected, they will try to 
reduce taxation and the cost of living, to 
promote educational and social reform, to 
‘provide Gévent Woétses’ for thie*-working 
classes at moderate. rents and to bring 
organised “industry to the help of the 
unemployed. Thése are problems which 
the new Dail cannot shirk. As Mr. 
MacCabe pdinted out yesterday, the 
national expenditure has reached alarming 
proportions and the incéme tax is a drag 
on every kind. of industrial enterprise. 
Unemployment is increasing. The shocking 
state of housing in Dublin is a fruitful 
parent ‘of social dangers. All ‘these 
problems must be tackled. by the new 
Parliament ; but will they be botched, and 
therefore aggravated, or will educated and 
skilful treatment put them on the right 
road to solution? We believe that the 
answer depends very appreciably on the 
fate of these business candidates at the 
polls. 

We hope that these five candidates will 
be returned to Parliament. There is here 
no question of divided loyalties. The 
election of large numbers of politica] 
followers. of the present Government, of 
farmers’ candidates and of Labour candi- 
dates is assured. The business candidates 
present themselves as the friends of all 
rational policies and the enemies of none. 
Their gifts of criticigm and construction 
are needed ‘most urgently in Parliament. 
They have no pledge-bound following, and it 
is of the first importance that al] thought- 
iu] electors. shall give ‘tle most careful 
consideration to their claims at a moment 
when the welfare of the F Fee State de- 
mands two things. One is that the leaders 
of the present Government shall be re- 
turned to office on their general programme 
of national development and security. The 
speakers at yesterday 's meeting gave clear 
proof of the Business Party’s anxiety to 
keep President Cosgrave and his chief 
Ministers at the head of national affairs. 
‘The other need is that the administration 
of the Free State shall be made less waste- 
fal than it is now, that taxation shall be 
reduced, that social reforms shall be pro- 
wmoted and that many public services, like 
the Post Office, shall be improved. If the 
new Government addresses itself to these 
tasks, it will. require all the help that 
its.supporters in the Dail can give it, and 
no help will be more valuable than that 
of the elected representatives of the Busi- 
ness Party. If the Government is slow, 
for any reason, in undertaking these tasks, 
it. will be stimuflted by the independent

Yesterday the British 
Cabinet met in London to consider the 
situation ; but, apparently, its.calculations 
were upset so completely by Dr. Cuno’s 
speech that it took no definite action; and 
merély announced that i-plies would be 
sent to France and Belgium. in due course. 
Our London Correspondent tells us that a 
strong body of opinion in England predicts 
that Germany’s truculence will have the 
effect of driving the British Government 
directly into M. Poincaré’s arms. 

From the very outset of the Ruhr con- 
troversy, however, we have insisted that it 
is an economic, and not a_ political, 
problem. Speeches, therefore, be they 
good or bad, humble or arrogant, wise or 
foolish, have really no vital. bearing on the 
fundamental facts. Germany is plunging 
headlong into ruin. The mark has passed 
the fabulous figure of 20,000,000 to the 
pound, and, despite the Chancellor’s brave 
words about financial reform, German 
currency continues on the downward, 
grade. If Germany could collapse without 
involving other nations in her destruction, 
probably very few tears would be shed ‘in 
Europe. Nobody has much real sympathy 
with the nation which unleashed the dogs 
of war on a peaceful Continent nine years 
ago, and memories of ugly deeds still 
rankle. Unhappily, however, Germany is 
the hub of Europe... Her industry. and 
commerce, her wonderful transport system, 
her technica] schools and her almost un- 
limited national resources are nearly as 
precious to the rest of Europe as they 
are to Germany herself. If Germany 
should fall into chaos, she would be 
followed in quick succession by Poland, 
Czecho-Slovakia, Austria and Belgium, 
every one of which Jeans on her virile 
economy, while even France, sooner or 
later, would topple over the chasm. In 
spite of Dr. Cuno’s intractable attitude, 
therefore, and in spite of the natural ifri- 
tation which has been caused by his 
speech, there can be no question of leaving 
Germany to “stew in her own juice.” 
The British Government has adopted a 
certain .policy and must adhere to it. 
Realities must be faced: without illusions, 
and. Europe must be saved from a 
great disaster. Probably the mark 
already has gone beyond redemption, 
but German credit is still sufficiently 
strong to survive the shocks of the next 
few months. In the meanwhile Britain’s 
reparations plan can be put before the 
world. If it is a good plan, public opinion 
can be mobilised in its favour, and neither 
M. Poincearé,. on the one hand, nor Dr. 
Cuno, on the other, will be able to 
defeat it. 


Wealth and Art. 


Tí has long been a matter ef just com- 
plaint that, as compared with like persons 
in the United States, ‘England’s men of 
wealth do little towards the public endow- 
ment of the liberal arts. Londoners will 
be the more gratified, therefore, to learn 
that Mr. Samuel Courtauld has given fifty 
thousand pounds for the purchase of re- 
presentative works of the great French 
painters of the late nineteenth century. 
The pictures will form a part of the collec- 
tion ,that will be housed in the new 
National Gallery which is being erected by 
Sir Joseph Duveen at Millbank. The 
trustees of the money, who will make the 
purchases, are the trustees of the Nationa] 
Gallery and of the National Gallery at 
Millbank, and the pictures which wil be 
purchased are defined as being “of a kind 
that the nation might not easily acquire."’ 
The collection is: bound to become im- 
portant in time. . The early French Im- 
pressionists who followed the lead of 
Manet and the “Open Air” schoo] are 
poorly represented in the British collec- 
tions to which the public has ready access. 
Is it too much to hope that before long 
some benefactor will -arise to do for Dublin 
what Mr, Courtauld and Sir Joseph Duveen 
are doing for London? Ireland is pro- 
ducing many gifted artists to-day, but 
the spirit must be in the people, and not 
‘merely in the artist, if art is not to be con- 
ventional or exotic. The infant Free State 
still has many ‘costly playthings “with 
which, in course of time, it can dispense ; 
but the day when it can afford to buy 
picture-books cannot come too soon. The 
news of Mr. Courtauld’s generosity ought 
to stimulate the demand for the return ./ 
Sir Hugh Lane’s French pictures to 
Dublin,

OFFICIAL ADMONITION. 


The current issue of the Post Office Gazette 
contains the following :— 

“The number of complaints being received 
with regard to delay due to missending and 
misdelivery of correspondence is abnormally 
high, and special efforts must be made by all 
concerned to put a stop to this unsatisfactory 
condition of things. 

“Postmasters are requested to take such 

as will ensure that correspondence is 
properly treated. All cases of missending or 
failure to despatch in due course should be 
reported promptly, and carelessnes on the part 
of gorting or delivery officers should be taken 
up for special notice.” 

The following Aois on another page :'— 

“It is observed that at many offices the 
duty of the date stamping of correspondence 
and of obliterating of postage. stamps is at 
ae gg performed very indifferently and care- 
essly. Cases have come under notice where 
the cancellation.of stamps—particularly on 
parcels—was so imperf done that the 
stamps could have been used a second time 
with, of course, loss to revenue. 

“Officers employed. on stamping duties 
should see that the impressions of date stamps 
are complete and legible, and that the postage 
stamps are effectively obliterated; and post- 
masters are enjoined to give the supervision 
of these duties their close attention.’*

‘NEW LONDON PLAY. 


“THE EYE OF SIVA,”’ AT 
THE NEW THEATRE, 


From Our Dramatic Critic. 
LONDON, Thursday. 

The recent success of “The Cat and the 
Canary”' was due not so much to the actual 
horrors seen on the stage, as to the atmos- 
phere of suspense and terror which was sus- 
tained throughout the whole of its action. 
But in Mr. Sax Rohmer’s play, produced last 
night at the New Theatre, “tthrills ” are so 
numerous and so obvious, that the story is 
swamped. 

Yen-Sun-Yen, the vilest instigator of crime 
in the world and the head of the Council of 
Seven, is hiding in Norris Clay’s country 
house while planning to overthrow civilised 
nations by means of “the smiling death,” 
which gleams from the green. eye of the God 
Siva. 

He reckons, however, without Paul Harley, 
a British secret service agent, who has djs- 
covered the nefarious plan and proceeds to 
wreck it without delay. The climax. comes 
when the wicked mandarin, caught trying to 
escape in the disguise of a monk, commits 
suicide. ‘ 

It is. impossible to detail the plot of the 
play, but among the, ‘thrills’’ are—the, 
horrible howling .of 4 dog (off stage), lights 
that. mysteriqualy. go‘ up and down, weird 
Oriental servants, an idol with three gleaming 
eyes, not to mention the live leopardess that 
escapes (off stage). at the psychological 
moment and helps in the capture of the 
villain of the piece. 

Mr. Arthur Wontner, with his charming 
voiee and personality, made a fine and con- 
vincing figure of the secret service hero, Mr. 
Reginald Bach effectively plaved Norris Clay, 
who turns out to be the Chinaman in dis 
guise; and Mr. Edmund Breon, Miss Kate 
Phillips and Miss Cathleen Nesbitt all con- 
tribute towards making the play as successful

THE INTOXICATING LIQUOR BILL, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,-Among your readers there may be 
others who, hke me, venture to disagree with 
the ‘opinion expressed in your leading article 
in Thursday’s paper, that the bill bequeathed 
by the late Dail to its successors “' proposes 
to handle very gently—too gently, many will 
think—the flagrant abuses of the liquor 
traffic.” The existing law deals none too 
od with the traffic, nor does it afford more 
privileges to the individual than that of many 
other countries; and, when properly enforced, 
it has been found sufficient to deal with any 
abuses that I have heard of. 

The Free State was not constituted solely 
that temporary Ministers should have the 
freedom of imposing restrictions which . may 
be unnecessarily irksome to a majority of iis 
citizens, at-a day’s “notice, as nearly hap- 
pened last week. .. The licensing laws were 
not made a test at the last election; nor do 
I see, that they are being made a plank in 
the gangway of candidates to the new Dail. 
In order to ascertain the wishes of the people, 
of which we read so much, let this election 
be a referendum. Let every voter ask the 
candidate for the division to declare whether 
or not he considers existing regulations 
sufficiently restrictive, or if he is in favour 
of shutting down social intercourse and 
“Curfewing.”’ his constituents off to their 
homes at 9.30; for that is what the proposed 
bill amounts to. 

Many a club member, non-resident, depends 
on his club for the comforts and sociability 
of home life; and, while disapproving of any 
excess, would deem it a hardship to be de- 
‘barred from entertaining friends, or being 
entertained, at an hour.when as a child te 
was.sent to bed. The working man, when 
his day’s work is done,. generally meets his 
friends in a licensed house. When his tea 
has. been disposed of and he has changed his 
clothes—perhaps, in country districts keeping 
the ‘‘old tima’’—will he have reasonable 
leisure to discuss the abstruse politica] situa- 
tion or the advisability of investing his super- 
fluous wages in State saving certificates?! 

‘* Who. fears to speak of 96!” Let him 
fear rather to speak of restricting the rights 
-and liberty of individuals. Who will :ay 
“that a dry America has been an unqualified 
success, or that France, with her closing hour 
at midnight—and a consequent drop of 75 
per cent in drunkenness—is a failure? I have 
spoken to many people who consider further 
legislation on the subject unnecessary; but, 
as Í find in print no advocate of practical 
convenience, as opposed to sentimental 
faddism, I venture to submit these ideas for 
consideration by yourself and your public.—

CABINET COUNCIL.

The Cabinet Council held this mornin, 
was one of usfusual interest; for there 
were two marked features about it. Th. 
first was that ‘the Pri Mimister had a 
long conversation with Lord Robert Ceci! 
on his return from Paris, where he saw 
M. Poincaré yesterday. The second was 
that it was held after Mr. Baldwin had 
had an interview with Mr. McKenna—an 
interview of some importance, since Mr. 
McKenna probably intimated to the Prime 
Minister whether or not he would become 
Chancellor of the Exchequer. It is not 
known whether Mr. McKenna attended 
the meeting of the Cabinet, but he could 
do so sinte he is a Privy Councillor, 
and the Cabinet technically is a Committes 
of.the Privy Council. Inasmuch as Mr, 
McKenna returned to London last night 
from Scotland, his presence in Downiny 
street is considered to have & marked 


significance. 
The Allied Conference. 


It is understood that the first business 
before the Cabinet to-day was the arrange- 
ment regarding the publication of the 
correspondence. passing between Great 
Britain and France and Belgium during 
the Ruhr negotiations. It is now said that 
theré is little prospect of publication this 
week, -since the correspondence runs 
into some ten thousand words, but it was 
determined that there should be no delay. 
Afterwards, it is understood the Ministers 
applied themselves to a study of the situa. 
tion: between this country and France, but 
only a preliminary discussion took place, 
further details being postponed until 
another meeting. 


Dr. Cano’s Speech. 


One might imagine from the speech 
r. Cuno in Berlin yesterday 
that the Germans afte working hard to 
avoid a settlement of any kind; for the 
Chancellor's speech was devoid of any- 
thing that could help either’ his own 
country or the Allies. In fact, it might 
be considered distinctly provocative. Yet 
if Dr. Cuno disappears from the German 
Government, it is probable that chaos wil] 
quickly ensue, since at present there 
seems to be nobody capable of filling his 
post. In the City here the opinion is that 
Germany will do nothing in the way of 
paying reparations until she is faced by 
a strong and determined combination oi 
the Allies. 


its Effect. 


Dr. Cuno’s speech was not very clever 
from the point of view of those Germans 
who are counting. on the break-up of the 
Entente. Instead of widening the little 
rift. between France and Britain, it is 
much more likely to close it; for it might 
cause the British Cabinet to come to the 
conclusion that, since Germany was not 
prepared to take its advice, the only course 
was to go in whole-heartedly with the 
French. | 


Financial Reform. 


The one slightly redeeming feature of 
the speech was the stress that Dr. Cuno 
laid u the necessity of financial re- 
form. It is certain that Germany wil] not 
be in a position to pay anything substan- 
tial in the way of reparations until the 
mark has been stabilised at some figure or 
other. The strong point of the British 
plan of January last was the insistence 
on control of German finances. The weak 
point of the French alternative is that it 
has. further demoralised the German 
currency system and made the stabilisa- 
tion of the mark more difficult than ever. 
If ‘Germany can effect it of her own 
accord, the first step would have been 
taken towards the liquidation of her liabili- 
ties. Unfortunately, there is every reason 
to su despite Dr.. Cuno’s bold 
language, that the first st»p will cost too 
much and will not be taken without out- 
side pressure. 


The Next Strike, 


When the next railway strike comts 
about the public will suffer acutely ; for 
this morning saw what is viriually a 
fusion between the Transport and Genera! 
Workers’ Union and the National Union of 
Railwaymen. Over one hundred thousand 
workers in London alone are affected |v 
the proposed scheme, which is described 
as a counter-move to the united stand 
taken by the Federation of British In- 
dustries. Every worker in the industries 
mentioned above is to be compelled, if 
possible, to enter the unions, and every 
new worker will be challenged as to his 
membership of one or other of the 
organisations. In the event of a strike, 
the fusion wil] mean a stoppage of trains, 
trams, omnibuses and food supplies, with 
thousands of workers on strike. 


An Autamn Season. 


London will certainly have an autumn 
season this year, and it will be a brilliant 
one, even if it is short. The marriage of 
_Princess Maud of Fife to Lord Carnegie 
will take place in Octolier, and it is under- 
stood that the wedding of Prince Paul o! 
Serbia to Princess Olga of Greece will 
also take place in the same month. It 1s 
uncertain whether the wedding of the 
Crown Prince of Sweden to Lady Louise 
Mountbatten will take place in London, 
but it is possible that it may. When the 
engagement of Lady Louise was first 
announced it was followed by a statement 
that Swedish law required certain condi- 
tions to be fulfilled. The announcement 
was a little surprising; for Lady Louise 
was recognised as a Princess until the 
changes brought about by the war, when 
the King placed all the members of the 
Royal Family on a new basis. Still 
nothing could take away the fact that 
Lady Louise is a great-granddaughter o! 
Queen Victoria, and a first cousin, once 
removed, of the King. Consequently, it 15 
not. surprising to learn to-day that the 
Swedish Government finds that Lady 
Louise fulfils all the requirements needed 
by the law. 


** Comradeship.” 


“ Comradeship ’’ is the motto of the four 
hundred boys who are now encamped near 
Romney, on the Kent coast. Three years 
ago the Duke of York invited two hundred 
boys from Eton, Harrow and other public 
schools, and a similar number of boy 
workers in various industries throughout 
the country to spend a fortnight in camp 
together. The idea was taken up with 
enthusiasm, and the third camp, which 
comes to an end on Saturday, has been 
as successful. as the two which precede 
it. The boys are organised in sections of 
twenty each, consisting of ten public 
achool boys and ten workers, and durine 
the fortnight various sports are arrange‘ 
between the sections. All who have visited 
New Romney this week agree that th:

The procedure which effected the dissolu- 
tion was as simple as it was brief The 
Senate met at noon, passed the Damage to 
Property (Amendment) Bill through all its 
stages in the space of a few minutes, and,

‘ session by the adoption of a formal resolu- 


tion. The House had adjourned within an 
hour of the comencement of its sitting. 

*The knowledge that their tenure of office 
would not be affected by the dissolution of 
the Oireachtas seemed to lend the assembled 
Senators such an air of composure as mem- 
bers of the Dail—when they met later—could 
not be disposed to feel. 

It was 4.30 p.m. when the second House 
assembled. The Damage to Property (Amend- 
ment) Bill, back from the Senate, 
necupied but a couple of minutes.

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PRESIDENT COSGRAVE’S ‘TESTIMONY TO THE| 


WORK OF THE DEPUTIES. 


Short sittings of the Senate and the Dail were held yesterday, after which the 
Upper House rose until the elections have been held, and the Dail was dissolved by 
resolution. President Cosgrave, who attended the meeting of the Senate, expressed 
the Ministry’s thanks to the Assembly for its valuable work during the past session. 

There was very little business on the agenda of the Dail, and when the President, 
the Speaker, and some of the members had borne testimony. to the manner in which 
the House had performed its arduous duties, sometimes in the teeth of almost 
unexampled. difficulty and danger, the Speaker declared the session at an end.

AND WAGES. 


MORE UNEMPLOYMENT 
FEARED. 
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POSITION AT THE DOCKS 


There. has been no development in the 
shipping dispute since the failure of the recent 
conference under the auspices of the Ministry 
of Industry and Commerce. The strike com- 
menced nearly six weeks ago, and the 
prospects of a settlement are stil) remote. 

The quantity of imported goods lying un- 
touched at the wharves is increasing daily. 
Picketing is still being carried on along the 
North and South Walls of the Liffey and in 
the vicinity of the offices and stores of the 
Dublin and cross-Channel lines affected by the 
dispute. 

The Dublin Cattle Market is being seriously 
affected by the strike. The supplies yesterday 
were smailer than those of last week. There 
was a decrease of 369 in cattle and of 959 
in sheep. The Strike Committee state that 
they will issue no more cattle permits. 
Activities are reported in conrection with 
other disputes. It is understood that a con- 
ference met at the Commercial Buildings, 
Dame street, on Wednesday to discuss the 
proposed ‘‘cut” in the wages of men em- 

loyed in the coach and van building trades. 
No decision was reached, and the conference 
adjourned until Wednesday next at 4 o'clock. 
On the invitation of the Ministry of In- 
dustry and Commerce, a conference wil] be 
held at 3 o'clock to-day between representa- 
tives of the Dublin Carriers’ Association and 
of the 800 carters who have stated their in- 
tention to cease work if the Association does 
not withdraw its demand for an 8s. reduction 
in two “ cuts” in their weekly wage. 

At Liberty Hall last night a meeting of 
workers was held to discuss new proposals 
in connection with the Dublin Wholesale Tea 
and Wine Merchants’ Association’s proposed 
reduction of 10s. in three ‘“‘ cuts” for a section 
of their employés. At a conference held on 
Tuesday it was agreed that both sides should 
confer amongst themselves. 

New proposals were submitted at last night’s 
meeting and rejected. The meeting held that. 
the men could not accept any reduction in 
“their present inadequate wage.”’ 
Developments are expected during the 
coming week.
